“Socialism by Default.” His basic thesis is a simple one— | 
yet one that is being tragically overlooked in these days of | 
over-powering government. He says: “It is apparent that, | 
internally at least, this country is in no danger of collectiviza- | 
tion by the Communists. . . . Equally certain it is that the | 
U. S. is in no danger of formally espousing Socialism in the | 
sense that a sincere Socialist of the stripe of Norman Thomas | 
uses the word. . . . But socialism and collectivigm do not | 
always have to enter a country by the front door, especially | 
if the rear door is left ajar... . The essence of European 
socialism is not that the state owns the means of production | 
but that... it seeks to guide the course of pro@uction and | 
distribution by a complex process of controls over prices, | 
materials, imports and exports, and takes on such enormous 
functions that the private citizen is either subject to perpetua 
inflation or crushed beneath a staggering load of taxes. This 
kind of socialism ... is technically different from the old- 
fashioned brand. But it leads to the same result—a vast 
and dangerous’ increase in the power of the state over 
men’s lives.” 

What Mr. Davenport is saying is that we can drift into | 
socialism and collectivism without knowing it. If we do, it 
will be because we permit the government to become too big 
and too strorig. We are going to have big government in 
such fields as the military, foreign felief, international re- 
lations and so on. But to believe that this must be accom- 
panied by big government in ever conceivable human ac- 
tivity is to surrender before the battle. The very size of 
Federal spending directly endangers economic and political 
liberty. If we must spend huge sums for arms and kindred 
purposes, that is all the more reason for paring to the limit 
ihat which we spend for unnecessary activities. To. take an/| 
obvious example. what conceivable sense is there in taxing 
us all to put government into the business of producing a 
service, such as electricity, which can be produced without 
cost’ tq the taxpayers by free enterprise working in, a free 
society? . 

This is not just theory. It is hard, inescapable logic. No | 
nation ever asked, eyes open, for oppression and tyranny 
and dictatorship—the hall-marks of collectivism. But a score 
of nations have fallen beneath them—by default. Mr. Daven- 
port comes to the heart of it when he writes: “Political in- 
stitulions are meaningless unless buttressed by economic in- 
stitutions that also allow for freedom.” Liberty is not guaran- 
teed to any one. It must be earned and protected.
